As  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Educational  Extension,  I  report  on 
public  libraries,  traveling  libraries  and  study  clubs  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1907  as  follows: 

Organization,  staff  and  expenditures 

[  The  appointment  of  the  Chief  of  Division  dates  from  October  i , 
1906  and  the  work  was  placed  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  State  Library  by  the  Regents  December  14,  1906. 
^  The  care  and  lending  of  pictures  was  transferred  to  the  Division 
of  Visual  Instruction  January  9,  1907,  at  which  time  E.  May 
Greenman,  clerk  in  charge  of  pictures,  was  transferred  to  that 
division. 

Two  junior  clerks  were  also  transferred  October  i,  1906  to 
the  Examinations  Division  and  new  appointments  made  in  their 
places. 

September  i,  1907  Myrtilla  Avery,  assistant  in  charge  of  travel- 
ing libraries  and  study  clubs  ended  by  resignation  her  devoted  and 
effective  service  of  nearly   15  years;  a  period  which  covers  the 
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entire  history  of  the  State 's^connection  with  traveling  libraries, 
study  clubs,  pictures  and  lantern  slides,  with  all  of  which  she  was 
concerned  from  the  beginning.  Under  her  administration  the 
system  has  been  developed  and  put  in  operation  by  which  the  State 
supplies  so  generously  these  facilities  for  reading  and  study.  Grace 
L.  Betteridge,  who  for  some  years  has  been  special  assistant  in 
charge  of  study  clubs,  succeeds  to  the  duties  of  general  assistant. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year,  aside  from  salaries,  were  as 
follows:  326  allotments  to  public  libraries  $28,539.56;  books, 
binding  and  pictures  $7504.82.  In  addition  $826.36  was  spent 
for  books  from  the  special  appropriation  for  traveling  libraries  for 
charitable  institutions.  Office  expenses,  printing,  travel  etc. 
were  paid  from  the  general  appropriation  for  the  Department. 

Libraries  under  State  supervision 

Charters  and  transfers.  During  the  year  i  absolute  and  2  pro- 
visional library  charters  were  granted,  and  5  libraries  previously 
acting  under  provisional  charters  received  absolute  charters. 
3  charters  were  amended,  i  by  a  change  of  corporate  name,  the 
others  in  respect  to  the  power  of  appointing  successors  to  the 
trustees,  i  library  transfer  was  approved  and  i  library  corpora- 
tion was  dissolved.

The  High  Bridge  Free  Library  in  New  York,  having  been  transferred  to 
the  New  York  Public  Library,  the  corporation  was  dissolved  by  the  Regents 
March  7,  1907. 


Libraries  in  the  University.  The  number  of  libraries  holding 
University  charters  has  been  increased  by  2.  There  are  now  253 
independent  Hbraries  in  the  University,  2  maintained  by  institutes 
and  I  by  a  museum. 

Registered  libraries.  By  action  of  the  Regents  51  libraries 
and  library  branches  were  registered  as  maintaining  a  proper 
library  standard.  These  were  in  charge  of  existing  corporations 
or  in  two  cases  of  boards  of  education.  42  of  the  branch  libraries 
had  been  previously  registered,  but  under  different  control.  The 
net  increase  of  registered  libraries  was  9,  making  the  present  total 
150,  which  added  to  256  chartered  and  admitted  Hbraries,  brings 
the  whole  number  of  libraries  in  direct  relations  with  this  division 
up  to  406,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  last  year,  of  which  140  are  in 
cities,  231  in  other  places  of  over  300  population,  and  35  in  places 
with  less  than  300  population.

Inspection 

Libraries  visited.  During  the  year  321  libraries  in  53  counties 
were  visited  by  William  R.  Eastman,  Chief  of  Division  and  Asa 
Wynkoop,  Inspector.  The  former,  in  addition  to  25  lectures  to 
the  State  Library  School  in  regular  course,  gave  3  public  addresses 
in  the  interest  of  libraries  and  lectured  10  times  at  Pratt  Institute 
in  Brooklyn  and  other  library  training  classes. 

Library  round  tables.  The  staff  of  the  division  cooperated  with 
the  New  York  Library  Association,  as  in  previous  years,  in  planning 
and  carrying  on  29  small  informal  gatherings  of  librarians  in 
different  sections  of  the  State,  leaving  no  part  unvisited,  except  in 
the  City  of  New  York  where  the  same  general  purpose  is  reached 
by  the  local  library  clubs.  The  meetings  were  attended  by  467 
persons,  representing  213  libraries,  an  increase  of  65  persons  and  of 
1 9  libraries  as  compared  with  the  record  of  the  previous  year.  The 
profit  and  interest  of  the  meetings  was  continued. 

Certificates  of  approved  circulation.  22  certificates  of  approved 
circulation  were  issued  to  19  libraries  and  2  branches,  and  to  the 
circulating  department  of  the  New  York  PubUc  Library  covering 
the  work  of  38  branches  with  i  certificate.

Money  allotments 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1907,  326  allot- 
ments of  public  library  money  were  made.  These  were  paid  to 
319  libraries  and  branches  with  two  allotments  to  pay  for  select 
book  lists  distributed  to  free  libraries.  The  sum  paid  was  $28,539.56, 
the  State  appropriation  of  $28,000  having  been  slightly  increased 
by  a  balance  brought  over  from  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
libraries  receiving  aid  was  21  greater  and  the  amount  $1539.38 
greater  than  in  the  former  year.  The  average  paid  to  each  library 
was  $89.46. 

If  funds  had  been  sufficient  to  pay  all  approved  applications 
up  to  $200  as  the  rule  allows,  the  total  would  haA'e  been  $35,139.56 
or  $6600  in  excess  of  the  actual  allotments.  If  the  annual  appropria- 
tion were  increased  by  $10,000  there  is  no  question  but  that  the 
full  amount  would  be  claimed  by  our  libraries  under  the  existing 
rule.

Support  of  free  libraries.  Of  the  406  public  libraries  connected 
with  this  division,  319  received  money  from  the  State  for  buying 
books, at  an  average  of  $89.46  each.  31  which  received  money  in 
1906  did  not  apply  in  1907. 

The  reports  of  this  year  show  245  of  these  libraries  receiving 
money  from  local  taxation.  As  compared  with  238  a  year  ago  this 
registers  a  very  slight  gain,  but  161  approved  free  libraries,  as 
compared  with  157  a  j^ear  ago,  are  still  without  public  recognition 
and  support. 

Out  of  46  cities,  7  paid  nothing  from  taxation  for  free  libraries. 
5  others  paid  less  than  $1000  each;  4  of  them  less  than  $500.  The 
total  amount  provided  by  tax  in  the  cities  of  the  State  for  free 
libraries  was  $1,102,095.47,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  $77,009, 
with  one  new  city,  Port  Jervis,  added  to  the  list.  The  increase 
for  the  city  of  New  York  alone  was  $46,074.58.  The  total  for  that 
city  was  $827,254.17.

The  number  of  volumes  September  30, 
1907  was  82,880,  distributed  as  follows:

During  the  year  there  were  added  4804  volumes  of  which  375 
were  used  for  fixed  collections  and  the  remainder  for  the  general 
lending  collection.  There  are  now  6 1  selections  for  general  reading 
in  fixed  groups,  of  which  2  were  added  during  the  year,  library 
no.  60  consisting  of  50  volumes  for  adults  and  no.  61  of  25  volumes 
for  young  people. 

Use.  There  were  sent  out  in  traveling  libraries  during  the  year 
40,377  books  in  response  to  779  applications,  as  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing table:

The  public  libraries,  public  schools  and  charitable  institutions 
had  scarcely  one  fourth  of  these  books,  while  three  fourths  or 
29,895  volumes,  were  sent  to  groups  i,  4,  5  and  7  in  303  places. 

Dividing  these  303  places  as  having  or  not  having  a  public 
library,  we  find  that  137  places  having  a  public  library  received 
16,691  volumes  and  that  166  places  without  public  libraries  had 
13,204  volumes. 

Taxpayers  and  public  libraries.  The  groups  of  taxpayers  repre- 
sent in  each  case  the  rural  communities  in^which  there  are  no 
public  libraries.  To  these  as  well  as  to  the  public  libraries  the 
books  lent  are  either  the  fixed  groups  with  printed  finding  lists  or 
the  libraries  selected  from  approved  lists,  which  must  contain 
not  over  50%  fiction.     The  carefully  selected  fixed  libraries  are 
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recommended.  Other  loans  to  public  libraries  have  been,  mis- 
cellaneous groups,  not  fiction,  to  supplement  their  own  collections; 
selected  libraries  for  the  use  of  study  clubs;  special  subject  libraries 
as  one  on  good  roads  selected  for  and  sent  to  Kingston  on  request 
of  the  librarian. 

The  librarian  also  frequently  acts  as  custodian  for  books  sent 
to  clubs,  though  all  the  arrangements  about  the  books  have  been 
made  by  the  club. 

Schools.  The  loans  to  schools  are  mainly  libraries  for  supple- 
mentary reading  in  the  courses  in  English  literature,  history, 
science,  nature  study,  and  libraries  made  up  of  books  on  pedagogy 
and  psychology  sent  to  teachers  training  classes. 

Individual  loans  to  teachers  are  made  through  the  State  Library 
and  no  separate  record  is  kept.  A  few  district  schools  have  applied, 
choosing  books  designated  in  the  Elementary  Syllabus  and  others 
for  general  reading.  In  one  case  at  least  a  partial  selection  has  been 
made  for  the  community  at  large. 

Study  clubs.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  registered 
77  clubs,  bringing  the  total  number  to  842.  Of  these  411  have 
reported  approved  courses  of  study.  Clubs  thus  reporting  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  from  the  State  Library  and  photographs 
and  slides  from  the  Division  of  Visual  Instruction.  Other  clubs 
have  not  this  privilege. 

There  has  been  a  direct  effort  made  to  ascertain  whether  clubs 
were  availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  local  library 
before  applying  to  the  State.  In  many  cases  the  librarian  and  the 
club  have  been  working  together,  in  some  independently,  while  in 
others  the  librarian  has  himself  borrowed  books  for  the  club. 

Art,  Shakspere,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  England,  Scotland  and 
Scandinavia  are  subjects  of  perennial  interest,  so  that  as  far  as 
possible  our  collection  is  kept  up  to  date  in  these  subjects.  In 
other  lines,  new  books  are  bought  only  to  meet  the  demand. 

Germany,  which  fell  behind  last  year,  is  again  to  the  fore,  neces- 
sitating the  purchase  of  many  additional  volumes,  while  an  in- 
creased interest  in  Mexico  has  involved  a  new  inyeslment  there. 
Comparatively  few  clubs  have  this  year  applied  for  books  on 
sociology. 

A  few  clubs  whose  courses  have  not  met  the  requirements  for 
registration  have  also  received  libraries.  These  Hbrariesrare  "^sent 
out  in  the  winter,  after  the  needs  of  the  regularly  registered  courses 
have  been  met,  and  are  made  rp  of  books  left  on  our  shelves. 
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House  libraries.  There  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  the 
loan  of  10  books  to  individuals.  A  few  of  these  go  to  farmers  and 
farmers'  wives,  chiefly  through  the  influence  of  the  Cornell  School 
of  Agriculture.  The  majority  of  them  are  sent  to  ministers,  teachers 
and  students  wishing  to  carry  out  a  special  course  of  study. 

Charitable  institutions.  The  appropriation  of  $1200  for  travehng 
libraries  for  State  charitable  institutions  was  continued  last  year 
and  2125  volumes  were  lent  to  the  following:

Hospital  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Children,  West  Haverstraw 

The  plan  provides  for  changing  the  books  every  six  months,  but 
the  time  limit  is  not  insisted  upon  if  the  institution  wishes  to  keep 
the  books  longer.  The  selection  of  books  is  made  in  each  case  by 
the  Division  of  Educational  Extension,  but  is  based  on  lists  or 
suggestions  received  from  the  various  institutions.  The  superin- 
tendent of  each  institution  is  asked  to  designate  one  of  the  employees 
to  act  as  librarian. 

Other  organizations.  In  this  group  are  included  libraries  lent 
to  granges,  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,  Sunday  schools, 
etc.  on  application  of  the  responsible  officer.  Agricultural  books 
are  bought  for  granges  when  desired,  but  with  this  exception  these 
libraries  are  made  up  from  books  not  in  demand  by  regularly 
registered  borrowers. 

Library  progress 

Comparative  summaries.  In  the  following  table,  totals  of  reports 
made  to  the  Department  by  1282  libraries  of  200  volumes  or  more 
are  compared  with  totals  of  similar  reports  since  1892. 

The  column  of  circulation  includes  not  only  free  public  circula- 
tion but  the  issue  of  books  to  subscribers,  members,  students  or 
other  limited  classes  of  borrowers.

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Growth.  The  libraries  reporting  were  1282,  or  16  more  than  the 
previous  year.  The  additions  of  new  books  were  6039  more.  The 
total  number  of  volumes  was  increased  by  464,636  or  5%  and 
their  circulation  by  1,672,802  or  11%,  reaching  the  large  total 
of  16,575,161. 

The  table  of  free  lending  libraries  shows  a  decrease  for  the  year 
of  17,  but  an  increase  of  136,947  volumes  or  nearly  4%  and  an 
advance  of  1,133,083  in  circulation  or  8%,  an  average  daily  increase 
of  3104. 

The  total  free  circulation  was  14,968,722,  a  daily  average  of 
41,010  and  about  1.85  volumes  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  State. 
Each  book  was  issued  on  an  average  almost  4  times.  In  New 
York  City  the  average  circulation  was  65  times  the  number  of 
books. 

Libraries  in  cities.  In  the  46  cities  of  the  State,  containing  by 
the  census  of  1905,  5,710,370  inhabitants  or  70%  of  the  total 
population  of  the  State  there  are  2,634,689  books  in  the  free  circu- 
lating libraries,  or  an  average  of  100  books  for  every  216  inhabitants. 
In  II  cities,  including  New  York,  the  supply  of  books  is  below 
this  average.  In  35  cities  it  is  above  the  average.  The  library 
circulation  in  cities  was  12,838,055,  a  gain  of  1,096,482  or  9%  for 
the  year.  As  compared  with  population  this  circulation  was  at  the 
rate  of  2!  books  for  each  inhabitant.  As  compared  with  the  books 
available,  every  100  books  were  issued  487  times.  In  this  respect 
New  York  City  is  above  the  average. 

While  the  city  circulation  was  12,838,055  for  5,710,370  inhabit- 
ants, the  circulation  outside  of  cities  for  2,356,938  inhabitants  was 
2,130,667.  This  indicates  that  70%  of  the  population  of  the  State 
living  in  cities  use  86%  of  the  books,  and  it  is  still  true  as  stated 
a  year  ago,  that  while  in  the  cities  each  inhabitant  had  2  books, 
in  the  country  each  had  less  than  i. 

The  table  which  follows  shows  that  the  cities  vary  greatly 
in  the  public  provision  made  for  free  libraries.  There  are  7  cities, 
Corning,  Cortland,  Geneva,  Hudson,  Jamestown,  Rochester  and 
Watervliet  which  report  nothing  paid  by  taxation  for  this  purpose. 
Cortland  has  a  subscription  library  free  for  reference.  The  others 
have  free  libraries  supported  by  endowment  or  gifts,  or  occasional 
taxation  in  other  years.  Cohoes  paid  $300,  Ithaca  $200,  Oneida 
$360.04  and  Tonawanda  $400,  Oswego  $750.  Other  cities  paid 
$1000  or  more.

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New  York  City.  The  next  table  gives  the  names  of  the  free 
circulating  libraries  in  the  City  of  New  York  with  the  volumes  and 
circulation  of  each  for  the  year  past.  In  the  boroughs  of  Man- 
hattan, Bronx  and  Richmond,  which  are  grouped  together  because 
the  New  York  Public  Library  extends  its  work  over  these  three 
boroughs,  the  free  circulation  reached  5,407,612  volumes  of  which 
5,090,555  came  from  the  branches  of  New  York  Public  Library 
and  317,057  from  libraries  privately  supported.  The  increased 
circulation  for  the  year  was  327,733  or  6^%.  The  total  for  Brook- 
lyn was  3,111,182  volumes  of  circulation,  an  increase  for  the  year 
of  365,355  or  13%.  Here  the  circulation  of  privately  sustained 
libraries  was  184,086.  In  Queens  borough  the  circulation  reached 
510,273  volumes,  a  gain  for  the  year  of  164,910  or  47%.  The  total 
circulation  for  the  city  was  9,029,067  volumes,  an  increase  of 
857,998  or  10%. 

After  correcting  an  error  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  present 
reports  show  an  increase  of  18,569  books  in  Queens  borough.  In 
Brooklyn  the  books  increased  by  36,025  and  in  Manhattan,  Bronx 
and  Richmond  by  24,496. 

The  New  York  Public  Library  now  has  in  its  39  circulating 
branches  593,881  books  in  addition  to  981,193  volumes  in  the 
Astor  and  Lenox  branches,  its  2  great  libraries  of  reference,  a  total 
of  1,575,074  books  under  control  of  one  library  board.  The  Brook- 
lyn Public  Library  has  in  its  25  branches  510,514  books  and  the 
Queens  Borough  Public  Library  has  88,942. 

Besides  the  3  borough  libraries  there  are  3  large  free  libraries 
privately  sustained;  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  in 
New  York  with  33,317  books  and  circulating  82,278,  the  library  of 
the  General  Society  of  Mechanics  and  Tradesmen  with  99,415 
volumes,  circulating  52,188  and  the  Pratt  Institute  Free  Library 
in  Brooklyn  with  89,196  books  and  circulating  171,020.  There  is 
one  smaller  library  in  East  Broadway,  New  York,  that  of  the  Young 
Men's  Benevolent  Association  which,  with  only  5213  books  reports 
a  circulation  of  132,661.  There  are  10  more  free  libraries  in  the 
city  which  go  to  swell  the  great  total  of  1,456,435  books,  a  gain  of 
56,503  or  4%  for  the  year. 

The  City  of  New  York  paid  $827,254.17  last  year  for  the  opera- 
tion of  its  free  libraries,  besides  much  larger  amounts  expended  for 
library  buildings.  This  was  an  increase  of  $46,074.58  over  the 
expenditures  of  the  previous  year  for  the  same  purpose.

York  Libraries"  in  the  quarterly  bulletin  New  York  Libraries 
published  by  the  University. 

The  annual  summary  of  library  legislation  in  the  United  States, 
the  annual  record  of  gifts  to  libraries  in  this  State  and  the  reports 
of  library  meetings  both  State  and  local,  which  have  formerly 
appeared  in  this  report,  will  be  found  this  year  and  probably  in 
future  in  the  current  numbers  of  New   York  Libraries. 

Added  facilities.  While  the  present  work  for  public  libraries  is 
making  good  progress,  important  steps  are  now  being  taken  which 
promise  to  enlarge  greatly  the  efficiency  of  this  division.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  an  increase  of  the  visiting  force  by  the 
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appointment  of  two  library  organizers  whose  special  dut}''  it  will 
be  to  keep  in  touch  with  new  library  enterprises,  making  prolonged 
visits,  whenever  it  seems  best,  and  personally  preparing  the  books 
for  circulation  while  aiding  the  local  library  officials  to  undertake 
a  public  service  to  which  they  have  not  been  accustomed.  At 
the  same  time  these  visitors  will,  as  they  pass  from  place  to  place, 
cultivate  acquaintance  with  study  clubs  and  traveling  library  work 
and  find  opportunities  to  promote  the  establishment  of  new  li- 
braries. Their  aid  will  be  offered  to  small  libraries  without  any 
cost  beyond  that  of  local  entertainment.  By  this  addition  the 
field  force  of  the  division  will  be  more  than  doubled  and  in  a  very 
effective  way. 

Another  step  of  vital  importance  is  the  quarterly  publication 
by  the  University  of  a  bulletin  to  be  called  New  York  Libraries, 
to  provide  a  channel  of  easy  and  frequent  communication  with  all 
the  libraries  and  their  boards  of  management. 

This  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  print  general  articles,  book 
lists,  advice  in  the  selection  and  purchase  of  books,  answers  to 
questions  which  the  librarians  may  ask,  and  fresh  news  from  the 
field  which  will  promote  acquaintance  among  the  libraries  and 
give  aid,  emphasis  and  value  to  the  library  work  on  every  hand. 

The  first  number  of  the  bulletin  with  the  date  of  October  1907 
and  containing  32  pages  is  in  print  as  the  year  closes  and  a  large 
edition  is  being  mailed  to  libraries  and  library  tnistees. 

By  these  two  agencies  we  shall  be  better  equipped  than  ever 
before  for  knowing  the  field  and  for  making  the  influence  of  State 
supervision  still  more  intelligent,  direct  and  helpful.
